True, 
our  destination  was  in  sight,  but  we  had  climbed 
the  last  rung  of  the  ladder  and  the  height  made 
us  dizzy.  Nevertheless,  we  got  right  to  work 
and  elected  Jerry  Armstrong  captain.  We  had 
no  more  time  to  think  of  our  sadness,  though, 
so  busy  were  we  electing  superlatives,  putting 
together  "our"  edition  of  the  Pine  Burr,  spon- 
soring a  successful  Fall  Carnival,  staging  and 
producing  the  Senior  Play,  and  sending  invita- 
tions to  friends  and  relatives  to  come  see  us  in 
our  shining  hour. 

We,  as  a  class,  have  plotted  our  course  by  the 
stars.  Together  we  have  set  our  sails  with  courage 
and  persistence,  weathered  great  storms  along 
with  the  little  squalls,  and  now  with  a  feeling 
of  accomplishment  we  approach  our  last  harbor 
from  which  we  shall  set  out  on  the  dangerous 
sea  of  life.  We  cannot  foretell  what  lies  for  us 
bevond  the  horizon,  but  we  know  that  as  long 
as  we  live,  we  shall  be  grateful  to  you,  ole 
L.  1 1.  S.,  and  remember  these  four  glorious 
years  as  "the  best  years  of  our  lives."
